Kvery whisper heard backstage in 
Ottawa suggests that there is a poss¬ 
ibility that provincial elections may 
occur in five provinces across Cau- 
ada dtltlig the next twelve molt 
and that a general election may b« 
in the making either this fall oi 
early summer of next year, with the 
result that the political air i.« now 
what may lie termed overcharged 
with political rumors to such an ex¬ 
tent that the man in the street can 
easily be confused unless lie is told 
what is really being talked about 
in well informed circles along Parl¬ 
iament Hill. 

It can be reported Hint the gener¬ 
al election machinery is definitely 
being put into shape so that an app¬ 
eal will he possible within thice 
months after all the current amend¬ 
ments tn the Dominion Election Act 
are passed in this session. In other 
words, the mechanics for calling a 
nation w ide vote should he ready be¬ 
fore long.

This is p'elicted 
by veteran observers on Parham mt 
Hill where the European situation 
is considered as grave and momen¬ 
tarily charged with explosive poss¬ 
ibilities more than generally realiz¬ 
ed. 

Evidently its a fool's paradise to 
guess or speculate about elections 
being railed at any time in 19IX un- 
less all the »hox«> mentioned consid¬ 
erations are .taken into account, even 
if five of tho provincial governments 
shon'd lie pre paring for tests of pub 
He opinion this year or early in 1919.

At the present time one of 
most Important characteristics of 
crested wheatgruss its very early 
development, is showing up.

place It enables stock to get out on 
gretfn pasture I wo to three* weeks 
before native range is ready for 
grazing.
